Departments for the purchasing of supplies for community service projects. 

Therefore let it further be resolved, that the SGA will compile a voting committee 
composed of two senators, one faculty member to be appointed by the faculty 
senate, one SAB member, two students who are not members of any organization 
that receive student self assessed fees, the director of service learning and the 
assistant director of student activities, or their designees, who will both serve as 
ex-officio members; it will be chaired by the SGA treasurer and vice-chaired by 
the SGA vice-president. The committee will meet both in beginning and the end 
of the semester, on dates to be determined by the committee chairman: 

Therefore let it further be resolved, that the revenue taken in from ihe student fees will 
be put into an account which will be held by the Department of Student Activities, 
with the Director of student activities serving as the budget unit head, and there 
will be an estimated twenty percent rollover every fiscal year. 

Therefore let it further be resolved, that the grant will be dispersed to RSOs and 

Academic Departments on a dollar-for-dollar basis, and can only be granted twice 
an academic year, or once a semester.

Organizational Service Leaning Grants 

Section 1 - Purpose 

A. The purpose of Organizational Service Learning Grant shall be to aid University 
approved student organizations and Academic Departments defray costs for 
certain approved community service and service learning projects. 

B. The Organizational Service Learning Grant shall be the only mechanism through 
which student organizations may solicit Student Government Association funds 
for community service and service learning projects. 

C. The Organizational Service Learning Fee will be assessed to all students 
registered at the Northwestern State University Campus with at least three 
registered on campus hours. 

Section 2 - Membership 

A. The Organizational Service Learning Grant Committee shall consist of the 
following voting members: 

a. Treasurer of SGA, who will serve as Chairman. 

b. Vice President of SGA, who will serve as Vice-Chairman. 

c. Two senators nominated by the Treasurer and approved by the Senate. 

d. Two students, who are not members of any organization that receive 
student self-assessed fees, which will be nominated by the Treasurer and 
approved by the Senate. 

e. One member of the Student Activities Board, appointed by SAB and 
approved by the Senate. 

f. One faculty member, appointed by the Faculty Senate. 

B. All appointed students shall serve until graduation, resignation, or removal in 
same way as the Senate. 

C. All appointed faculty members shall serve one academic year terms, and may be 
reappointed by the faculty senate. 

D. The assistant Director of Student Activities and the Director of Service Learning, 
or their designees, shall serve as ex-officio members. 

E. The chairman shall appoint a member of the committee to take minutes at each 
meeting. 
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Section 3 - Guidelines for Organizational Service Learning Grant Applications 

A. Only University Recognized Student Organizations and Academic 
Departments shall be given consideration. 

B. The organization or academic department must not be on either academic or 
disciplinary probation. 

C. Grants shall only be awarded for special projects and/or event benefiting (1) 
All students on the Northwestern State University campus (2) the total image 
of the university within the community through community service and 
service learning projects. 

D. Grants for travel and professional service grants will not be considered. 

E. Organizations and academic departments can only be funded once per 
academic semester with a limit of two funded proposals per academic year. 
(Academic year = fall, spring, and summer semesters). 

F. Organizations and academic departments must raise at least fifty percent of 
the total funds requested. 

G. Organizations and academic departments must have all necessary signatures 
to be given consideration. 

H. Grant applications must be available to Student Organizations and Academic 
Departments for at least two weeks before the deadline. The due date for the 
applications will be appointed by the Chairman and Vice-Chairman. 

I. The Organizational Service Learning Grant Committee shall meet twice in 
both the beginning and end of the Fall and Spring semesters on dates to be 
determined by the Chairman and Vice-Chairman. 

J. Within one week of the application deadline, the Recognized Student 
Organization or Academic Department shall be contacted to schedule an 
appointment with the SGA Organizational Service Learning Grant Committee 
in which the Committee may ask for the following information: 

a. Annual amount rose from sources of revenue. 

b. Explanations of why the money is needed in excess of any revenue 
that the organization or academic department has raised/received from 
other sources. 

c. A copy of the organization’s budget. 

d. Any additional questions Committee members find necessary to ask. 

K. Should the organization or academic department fail to be present at their 
scheduled meeting for any reason, the organization or academic department 
should notify the committee chairman or vice-chairman in advance. If they 
fail to notify the chairman or vice-chairman then their application will not be 
reviewed. 

L. The outcome of a student organization’s or academic department’s grant 
application shall be submitted in letter form to said organization or academic 
department within one week of the vote.

M. After the grants have been awarded, the recipient organization(s) or academic 
department(s) shall be allowed 60 days from the date of the aforementioned 
letter to use the funds allotted to said organizations or academic departments. 

Section 4 - Voting 

A. Six of the eight voting members as well as the two ex-officio members must 
be present at all meetings in order for the Organizational Service Learning 
Grant Committee to satisfy quorum. If the Chairman cannot attend, the Vice- 
Chairman shall chair the meeting. Either the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman 
must be present at all meetings. 

B. Grant approval must receive a majority vote of the Committee members 
present, and a simple majority vote from the Senate. 

C. Should there be a tie, the Committee Chairman shall decide the outcome of 
the vote.

Band Performance Fee Proposal 


PURPOSE AND SCOPE 

It is the mission of the Northwestern State University Band Program is to provide entertainment 
for all students through performance of good music while fostering an environment of education 
for all members of the program, majors and non majors alike. This is the same mission 
throughout all of the performing ensembles including; Orchestra, Jazz Orchestra, Wind 
Ensemble, Wind Symphony, Concert Band, Symphony Band, Spirit of Northwestern Marching 
Band, Purple Haze Pep Band, and NSU Guard. Therefore, the purpose of this referendum is to 
establish a new Student Self-Assessed Band Performance Fee (SSABPF)at Northwestern State 
University, which will address the issue of the band program not being able to travel. 


PROCESS TO FUND INITIATIVES 

The Director of Bands, all Associate Directors of Bands, two student representatives from CAPA 
and two student representatives appointed by the Student Government President and approved by 
the Student Government Senate will make up the Band Performance Fee Committee (BPFC). 
This committee will be charged to prepare a budget. They will be charged to look at all possible 
travel for bands and compile the best possible way to fund as many ensembles as possible to 
travel throughout the year. 


STUDENT SELF ASSESSED FEES 

The Band Performance fee will be charged to all students on the Natchitoches Campus. The 
Band Performance fee will be five dollars ($5). The fee will be charged to all students that take 
three or more credit hours on the Natchitoches Campus. 


STUDENTS AFFECTED 

All students on the Natchitoches Campus taking a minimum of three hours will be affected. 


TERMS OF ASSESSMENT 

If the student body passes the referendum, the Band Performance fee will be assessed beginning 
in the Fall 2009 semester. This fee is to be continual with the contingency that it adheres to the 
rules and guidelines set forth by the fee itself, as well as the rules and regulations of the SSAA 
Fee Oversight Committee. As with all other student self-assessed fees, it may be removed by 
student referendum at any time if there is proof that it is not longer needed or that the fees are 
being misappropriated. 


ESTIMATED TOTAL REVENUES TO BE GENERATED 


The funds to be generated by the SSAA fee per academic year (Fall '09, Spring TO,) are 
estimated to total $44,390. 

The estimation is based on the following enrollment figures: 
o Undergrad and Grad 

Fall 2008 = $23,820 (4,764 students) 

Spring 2009 = $20,570 (4,114 students) 

Total Spring and Fall = $44,390 


**Spring 2009 enrollment was utilized for calculation purposes because Fall 2009 was not yet 
available. 

** Actual budgets will be based on Fall and Spring of the previous fiscal year. 

In Fall 2006 the Spirit of Northwestern traveled to the Bayior/NSU Football game in Waco 
Texas. The band left Friday and preformed at Wylie High school in Mesquite. The band then 
stayed the night in Mesquite before going to Baylor Saturday morning then returning home 
Saturday night. The cost for this trip is as follows: 


Dixieland Tours: 6 Charter busses $16693.32 

Hotels: Rooms for 300 band students $ 8363.25 

Meals: 2 Dinners, Breakfast, Lunch $ 7711.12 

Gas: Truck with instruments and Uniforms _ $ 347.02 

Total $33,114.71 


In Spring 2008 the NSU Wind Symphony Traveled to the Pineville and Baton Rouge areas to 
perform for High school students. This is to not only showcase what we have to offer at NSU but 
to allow music students the ability to get performance practice which can not be replicated in a 
class room. The cost for this trip is as follows: 


Spangler Tours: Charter Bus $ 1726.00 

Hotels: Rooms for all ensamble members $ 2746.64 

Meals: Breakfast, 2 Lunches, Dinner $ 1575.00 

Gas: Rental van for moving instruments _ $ 120.18 

Total $6167.18 

Total Projected $44,390.00 

Total for possible school year $39,281.89 


**Reason we are using numbers from 2006 for the Marching Band is due to the fact that that was 
the last time the school was able to fund the marching band to travel. 


FUNDS AND ACCOUNTS 


The funds collected will be placed in a restricted or nine thousand (9000) account reserved for 
student self assessed fees. The account will be titled “Band Performance Student Self-Assessed 
Fee.” The account number has not yet been established. 


EXPENDITURES 

The committee above will approve a budget. Once the committee is done, the budget will go to 
the oversight committee for final approval. The budget unit head will the Director of Bands, the 
approving agent will be the Vice President for Student Affairs.

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Whereas, The Constitution gives the power to call emergency meetings of the Senate to 
the President: and 


Whereas, The mechanism for the calling of such meetings is never stated; and 

Whereas, The Senate must have proper notification of an emergency meeting and special 
considerations should be taken into account while school is out of session or in 
summer sessions. 


Therefore let it be resolved, that Article XIV, Section 4 of the constitution be added to 
state: 


Section 4 - Emergency Meetings 

A. The President must give notice no less than 72 hours in advance of an 
emergency to all senators via the contact information provided to the 
Secretary. 

B. Notification of Emergency Sessions must include notification of all the 
business being handled including any legislation that is being proposed. 

C. Emergency Sessions while classes are in session (Fall and Spring Semester) 
must still constitute quorum in order to do business. 

D. Emergency Sessions held while school is not in session, (Winter/Fall/Spring 
Break, Holidays, etc.) or during Summer Sessions, must constitute a quorum 
of 2/3' ds of the Senate in votes 

i. In the case stated directly above all Senator’s must be informed of the 
Emergency Session via E-mail. 

ii. After notification any senator may submit in writing to the Speaker of 
the Senate (or in the case that the speaker can not attend the presiding 
officer of the meeting) an opinion to read at the meeting and be 
disrupted in the minutes 

iii. Immediately after the meeting the minutes, including any written 
opinions, should be disrupted to the entire senate via e-mail 

iv. Senators will have up to 96 hours in which to cast there vote via e-mail 
to the Speaker of the Senate. 

E. All legislation passed in an Emergency Meeting must then be ratified at the 
next full meeting of the Senate.
